resulted in a declination of any prosecutive interest 
in this matter. 

Additional contact with New York Office, from which the 
original comp] v §*Lnt in this matter emanated, indicated that RAND has 
not received any additional letters from subject. 

Further, in view of death of AYN RAND, 3/6/82, in New York 
City, no further investigation is being conducted.
